The 4th, the King of Spain ſent away the Count de 
Coloredo, Firſt Gentleman of his Bed- Chamber, on board 
the Lebpard Man of War, to acquaint the King of Por- 
tugal with his Approach; but that Ship being got in 
too near the Shore, and meeting with Calms, did not come 
in here before the reſt of the Fleet. 6 
The 6th; at Noon, the Fleet came in fight of Cape 
Montego ; and His Catholick Majeſty was pleaſed ro 
give the Sailor who firſt deſcry'd it 6 Ducats. At 5 in 

the Afternoon they ſaw the Burlings. 
The 7th, they gained the Rock of Lisbon. The King 


of Spain ſaved the Life of a Sailor, who was under Con- 


demnation for Deferting. The Fleet ſailed up the Ri- 
ver, the Admiral (on board whom was the King of 
Spain) being ſaluted by all the Forts and Caſtles with 
a triple Diſcharge of all their Cannon, ſtriking their 
Flags three ſeveral times before they fired. The Fleet an- 
clidred below Belem about 4 in the Afternoon a League 
hort of the King's Palace.

marching in a great deal of Order, and thus they procee- 
ded to the Royal Chapel, where Te Deum was ſung for His 
Catholick Majeſty's ſafe Arrival. Thence the King con- 
ducted him to his Bed- Chamber, thorough, perhaps, one 
of the nobleſt Apartments in Europe, where the Tape- 
ſtry is without Compariſon, and which was then mightily 
improved by a vait Number, of Wax-lights. There the 


King took his Leave of His Catholick Majeſty, bur retur-
